Fyiled Artillerist Reaches Land

DETACHMENT OF SOLDIERS MEET HIM 


The Secret Landing Arranged for 
Had To Be Abandoned cnd 
the Prisoner Was Not Re- 
ceived Until This 
Morning. 


Rennes, France, July 1.—Captain Dreyfus 
landed at Quiboron and was conveyed by 
train to Bruz, twelve kilometers from 
Rennes. 

There he entered a landau, 
by the chief of detectives and the prefect 
in the afternoon and was driven to Rennes, 
where twenty-five gendarmes waited his 
entrance into the town. Ten of the gen- 
darmes entered a wagon and followed the 
varriage. The rest followed on foot. The 
party arrived at the prison without incl- 
dent. A large crowd assembled and witness- 
ed the arrival in silence and without mani- 


accompanied 


festation. 

The authorities had arranged a secret 
landing at the little village of Moulin Blanc, 
about four miles from Brest, but the vigi- 
lance of the newspaper men led to a change 
in. the arrangements and Dreyfus was dis‘ 
embarked at Quiboron Jn Britanny, near 
L’Orient, where the telegraph office cloges 
at 9 p. m., thus rendering it impossible to 
telegraph to Rennes the fact of his arrival. 

It is also said that the government ‘had 
advices from the Azores, when the Sfax 
passed Fayal, that the health of Dreyfus 
was precarious. This is held in some quar- 
ters to explain the anxiety to prevent the 
public seeing him. 

The Parisian public is rather listless about 
his arrival and there is no excitement at 
Rennes, where torrents of rain are falling, 
although the railway station there is full 
of reporters awaiting the coming of the 
famous prisoner. .

Two ARMIES AT SAN FERNANDO 
READY FOR BATTLE.

Manila, July 1, 10:45 a. m.—A collision be- 
tween the two armies at San Fernando 
seems inevitable soon. The insurgents are 
all active all around the town and can be 
seen working in the trenches to strengthen 
their position. Day and night forces are 
at work. It is estimated that 3,000 men 
were seen marching in the road north of 
the town yesterday. 

The Americans turned out and manned 
the defenses, expecting an attack.

TROOPS READY FOR PHILIPPINES 


War Department Makes Estimate of 
Numher Now En Route. ~— 

Washington, June 30.—A statement pre- 
pared in the office of the adjutant general 
of the army shows that with the depart- 
ure of thePennsylvania from San Francisco 
about 3,600 re-enfercements were dis- 
patched to the Philippines this week. 
There are about 3,000 recruits at San Fran- 
cisco, which are also intended to recruit 
the regular regiments in the Philippines 
up to their maximum strength of 128 men 
to a company. Including the Nineteenth 
infantry, under orders for Manila, and 
troops at San Francisco, there are 4,009 
troops ready to start for Manila as soon 
as transportation can be provided. 

The war department is awaiting advices 
from General Otis before proéeeding ac- 
tively with the enlistment of) volunteers 
under the recent decision of the adminis- 
tration to organize nine regiments of three 
brigades each, incti@ing the three skeleton 
regiments in the Philippines, amounting in 
all to about 10,000 volunteers.

MCNTANA MINERS WANT HEIP. 


American Federation of Labor Re- 
ceives Request from the West. 

Washington, June 3).—The American 
Federation of Labor in this city today re- 
ceived a telegram from Edward Boyce, of 
the Miners’ Union in Montana, asking 
co-operation and support in a national la- 
bor convention to be held in Chicago to 
protest against the action of the military 
authorities in Idaho. President Gompers, 
while expressing sympathy with the ob- 
ject of the convention, declined to have 
the American federation drawn officially 
into action with this particular movement. 
President Gompers replied: 

“The American Federation of Labor au- 
thorizes its officers to take every action in 
defense of and to further labor interests, 
but special conventions have proven ex- 
pensive, useless, superfluous and often de- 
structive of the purposes for which they 
were called. We shall leave no effort un- 
turned ta prevent military or other usur- 
pation and we should have your co-opera- 
tion to that end.”’ :

NEW WAGE CONTRACT GOES INTO

Operators and Miners Signing the 
Contract, Which Is an Ad- 
vance in Wages.

Assaulting Party Was Fifty Strong. and 
Every Man Was Armed, 


INTENSE ENCITEMENT NOW PREVAILS 


Bloody Riots Are Now Anticipated 
in That Section, as Both Fac- 
tions Are Well Armed and 
Determined Td Hold

Marion, Tll., June 30.—Today as the train 
on the Illinois Cei§ral, carrying a coach- 
load of negroes from Pana to Brush’s 
mines, one mile north of Cartersville, 
stopped at the Fredonia mine, three miles 
northwest of Cartersville, a large number 
of striking union miners opened fire on the 
negroes, killing one woman and wounding 
about twenty others. 

Before the bloody work could be carried 
further, the train pulled out for Johnston 
City. 

The miners numbered fifty, and were 
armed with rifles, and were hidden in grass 
behind the country depot. When the train 
stopped, the leader, who was an Italian, 
got on the platform and commanded the 
negroes to get out. Conductor Bryan inter- 
fered, but was stopped by a revolver in his 
face. The train began to move, and the 
miners poured in a withering fire. Con- 
ductor Bryan yelled to the negroes to throw 
themselves on the floor. All escaped serious 
wounds save the woman, who was killed 
instantly. 

When the train reached a point one mile 
north of Brush’s mine the negroes weré 
unloaded and marched across the country 
to thei» destination, It is said that a 
majority of the rioters were negroes, whom 
Brush brought here from the south about 
a year ago, and have since joined the union, 

There is great excitement in the neighbor- 
hood of the Brush mine, and a battle be- 


tween the working negroes, who are well 
armed, and the strikers, who are on tnq_/“ 
ground ready for a fight, may be precipi- 
tated at any moment. Superintendent 
Brush wired for Sheriff Gray immediately 
after the riot, and asked for protection, The 
sheriff has gone to the scene, but he took 
no deputies with him. He had no guns to 
arms them. 

A majority of Brush’s miners have been 
on a strike for a month, though many of his 
imported negroes have Temained loyal to 
him.

STRIKE IS ON AT HOMESTEAD, 


Two Trvuusand Men Will Begin a 
Period of Idleness This Morning. 

Pitts’ urg, June 30.—The Post tomorrow 
will say: “A strike was inaugurated at the 
Homestead steel works today, which may 
rival the famous battle between capital and 
labor which was fought on that famous 
spot seven years ago. The discharge of 
fifteen men at the plant during the past 
three weeks is at the bottom of the trou- 
ble.

HOW THEY WILL BE SELECTED. 


Officers To Command the New Troops 
for the Philippines. 

Washington, June 30.—(Special)—In 
lecting officers to command the additional 
troops that are to be enlisted for service 
in the Philippines, first preference is to be 
given to officers of volunteer regiments that 
have been serving in the Philippines. The 
advice of General Otis will generally be fol- 
lowed in the selection of these men. After 
those, officers of volunteers who saw actual 
service at the front in the war with spain 
will be given the preference, and then will 
come officers of volunteers who were not 
fortunate enough to get to the front, but 
who showed by their service in the camps 
in this cuntry that they possessed ability to 
command men. 

Some regular officers whose service enti- 
tles them to promotion will also be assign- 
ed to the new volunteer regiments in higher 
grades than those now held by them in the 
regular service. The number of such as- 
signments will be limited, however. by the 
fact that the regular regiments are short 
of officers and few can be spared for volun- 
teer commands. It is expected that prac- 
tically all the officers needed can be secur- 
ed from these classes, leaving very few 
Selections to be made ‘from among the 
many applicants who have not had expe- 
rience as officers of regulars or volunteers. 
Such men of this character as may be 
selected, it is said, will be apportioned as 
nearly as possible among the states, and 
the president indicated to some of his call- 
ers who came today to press the claims of 
various candidates, that he would probably 
follow the advice of senators from the va- 
rious states as to the appointments ‘to be 
made from their states. The men who will 
be enlisted for the new regiments will be 
recruited through the regular recruiting sta- 
tions and state lines will not be considered 
in making up the regiments. The colonels 
who will command the new regiments will 
not have the appointment of other regimen- 
tal officers.

WITHOUT A KIN 


Commission Has Brought Peace 
and Quiet in Short Time 


BOTH FACTIONS = DISARMED 


Mayor and Council Will Hereafter Govern 
the Entire Territory, 


ALL THREE NATIONS REPRESENTED 


Chief Executive Must Not Belong to 
Either the United States, Great 
Britain or Germany, but Must 
Be Elected by the Three 
Governments.

Apia, Somoa, June 16, via San Francisce, 
June 30.—Peace and quiet now reigns in 
Samoa. in marking contrast to the warlike 
scenes of two months ago. The arrival 
of the auxiliary cruiser Badger on May 13th 
with the international committee on board 
caused a distinct change in affairs here. 
The committee lost no time, but went to 
work immediately, electing Mr. Tripp chair- 
man and Mr. Morgan secretary. The com- 
missioners held interviews, first with King 
Tanu and then with Mataafa. Tanu was 
not at first recognized as king by the com- 
mittee. 

Tanu and his chiefs readily agreed to give 
up their arms and stated that they were 
prepared to accept any formal government 
the committee might recommend, even if 
the kingship was abolished. ‘ 

“The following day M@Ptaafa and his party 
came along side the Badger, singing songs 
and flying the Samoan flag. The rebels 
were ordered to lower the flag, which they 
did. The commissioners explained to the 
chief that they had come to make peace. 
Mataafa said he and his chiefs were tired 
of fighting. He said his party would recog- 
nize any government fixed by the commit- 
tee, but he hoped to have a king of Samoa, 
as it was an old established institution. 

Matuaafa readily agreed to give up his guns 
held by his party, but insisted that as 
the weapons were the private property of 
the natives, they should receive compensa- 
tion for them. The commissioners issued 
a proclamation stating that the guns would 
either be returned or proper payment mads 
for them after all the troubles had been 
settled. 

This. of course, means that payment will 
be made, as it would be folly to return 
the weapons. 

Mataafa’s party also asked to be repre- 
sented ‘by attorneys before the committee, 
but the request was denied. 

After Mataafa’s men had turned in 1,800 
rifles and Tanu supporters 2,00 more, Tanu 
was invited on board the Badger. There 
he was informed that the commissioners 
supported the decision of Chief Justice 
Chambers and that Tanu had been king 
of Samoa ever since the decision had been 
rendered. Tanu said that he was willing 
to do anything for the of Samoa 
and at the request: of the commissioners 
resigned his kingship to them. 

The committee is now engaged in formu- 
lating its report. The abolition of the king- 
ship will be a feature of the report, also 
the abolition of the office of president of 
Apia. This municipality is to be governed 
by a council and mayor. This will do away 
with an official drawing $5,000 a year, 
whose office in the past has been a source 
of much friction herr. 

The judicial and diplomatic functions of 
the consuls will be greatiy restricted and 
the commissioners recognized the fact that 
the supreme court and one law are suffi- 
cient for the needs of Samoa. Revenue 
will be raised by indirect taxation and 
by means of increased customs duties. The 
poll tax will be abolished. 

The licenses and tax rates of Apta will 
remain as formerly under the treaty. Tne 
supreme court will remain as under the 
treaty. 

An administrator or governor will be 
appointed who will not be a subject of any 
of the treaty powers. He is to be assisted 
by a legislative council of three, one ap- 
pointed by each of the three treaty powers. 
This council will legislate for the Samoans 
and will be aided by a small body of repre- 
sentative Samoans. The governor will have 
the power to vote over all proposed laws, 

Chief Justice Chambers wishes to re- 
sign his position agd return to the United 
States, but on the request of the com- 
missioners has decicgd to remain. 

Many claims have been lodged at the 
different consulates for damages to property 
during the past few months. While not 
empowered to take uny action on these 
claims, the commisstoners agreed that real 
hardship had been suffered and it is un- 
derstood the committee will recommend 
that the three powers each pay the losses 
caused to its own subjects. 

On the evening of the queen's birthday 
British representatives announced that nev- 
er under any circumstances would Great 
Britain recognize Mataafa’s claim to be

SEVERAL VERY IMPORTANT 


Onc Involving the Regularity of the 
House Journal 


IN MATTER OF PASSAGE OF REVENUE LAW 


Marginal Indorsement, Over Which 
There Was.a Squabble—General 
Alabama News. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 90.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court today handed down 
about seventy-five decisions and adjourned 
until the fall term. Among them was a 
final decision in the case involving the 
regularity of the house journal in the 
matter of the passage of the general reve- 
nue law. On the margin of one of the 
pages of the journal appears an indorse- 
ment that was supposed to be vital to the 
constitutionality of the act. Attorneys for 
the whisky dealers insist that the mar- 
ginal entry was not written there at the 
time that the journal was prepared, but 
Was &lfbsequently added by the. house 
clerk, who had written up the proceedings. 
The secretary of state, in whose office the 
record is filed, was mandamused by the 
whisky men to permit the indorsement to 
be erased and the housé clerk was manda- 
mused to make the erasure. The state, 
of course, resisted the mandamus, and 
through its attorneys, Messrs. MacDonald 
& Weil, demurred to the mandamus pro- 
ceedings, insisting that even if the claims 
of the whisky men were true (which was 
not acknowledged), even then the provis- 


ions of the law would hold good. Judge 
Sayre, of the city ecourt-of this county, 
heard the demurrers and sustained the 


state’s position, and the supreme court 
has now confirmed Judge Sayre’s ruling. 

In the case of the May and Thomas Hard- 
ware Company versus the mayor and alder- 
men of Birmingham, the question involved 
was the validity of what is known as the 
Birmingham amendment to the constitution, 
by which Birmingham has been enabled to 
increase its tax erate. The court held that 
the amendment was valid. The case of 
Lusk versus the state of Alabama arose out 
of an assessment.for taxation of promis- 
sory notes payable in money for the rent 
of lands. The single question was whether 
such notes are the subject of taxation. It 
was held that the assessment of them for 
taxes was not double taxation, but that 
they are chosen in action and are “solvent 
credits,’’ within the meaning of the tax 
law, and that the assessment in this case 
was properly made. In the case of W. S. 
White. auditor, versus the state of Ala- 
bama, ex rel. Nimrod TD. Denson, the ques- 
tion was whether section 930 of the code, 
which requires the auditor to deduct from 
the salary of a circuit judge at the rate of 
$3.47 per diem for each day he fails to 
hold court, where a special judge is ap- 
pointed and paid to hold his court, was con- 
stitutional, as being violative of those 
clauses of the constitution which guarantee 
to circuit judges their full compensation 
while In office, unless they are guilty of 
neglect of official duty. The court holds 
in this case that the. mere failure to hold 
court, produced by.no fault of the judge, 
such as his own sickness, sickness of mem- 
bets of this family or other providential 
acts, could not be a neglect of official duty 
within the meaning of those words as used 
in the constitution and that as the act was 
mandatory upon the auditor and conferred 
upon him no discretion as to whether or rot 
a deduction should be made in all cases.

Mandamus Proceedings in the Circuit

Annistén, Ala. June 30.—(Special.)—The 
State supreme court rendered a decision 
today declaring the act under which the 
recent courthouse election in this county 
was held to be constitutional.

ASSESSED THEIR PROPERTY. 


North Carolina Corporation Commis- 
sion Reports on Ralroads. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 30.—(Special.)—The 
corporation commission today completed 
its assessment of the property of railways 
and other transportation argl immensely in- 
creased valuations. The Atlantic Coast line 
is increased from $9,780,000 last year ‘¢o 
$14,000,000; the Seaboard Air-Line from $,- 
054,000 to $8,745,000; the Southern from $10.- 
566,000 to $15,458,000. The miscellaneous roads 
which were last year assessed at $5,700,009, 
are now assessed at $4,303,000, this decrease 
being entirely due to the fact that the 
Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley railway was 
absorbed by the Southern and Atlantic 
Coast line. 

The total valuation of railway, steam- 
boat, Pullman car, telgraph and telephone 
companies are $44,114,000, the increase over 
last year being $10,494.00, and State and 
county and other taxes will this year ag- 
gregate $450,000, an increase over hast year 
of $120,000.

“ATLANTA'S WATER 
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EVER BEFORE,” SAYS CHEMIST LLOYD 


A. M. Lloyd, chemist to the Atlanta 
board of health, has made an examination 
of the water which is used by the people 
of Atlanta, on account of the recent re- 
ports which have,been circulated, and 
yesterday stated that it was purer than 
ever before, and that the muddy condition 
sometimes found in the water was due to 
sediment, which sometimes accumulated 
in the pipes. 

Mr. Lloyd advocated the use of the wa- 
terworks water by residents, in the place 
of well water, and sAéid if this. was done, 
there would be less sickness in the city. 
When asked if he thought all well water 
in the city was impure, he eaid he did not 
think it was. 

The following was received by The Con- 
stituton, relatve to the matter, from Mr. 


Lioyd: . 
“Atlanta, Ga., June 30, 1899.—Edtor Con- 
stitution: I noticed a card in your paper 


a few days since in regard to the city 
water supply, also a statement to the ef- 
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fect that a negroes body was seen float- 
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Ing In the reservoir at the waterworks. 1 
have just made a thorough analysis of 
the water, and find the same state of pu- 
rity that has existed from the beginning 
of the present system of filtration. It is 
true that the water is not as clear as is 
generally the case, but I think Superin- 
tendent Woodward's card in your paper of 
this date, explains the cause of this muddy 
conition. 

“I have noticed quite often that after 
the water has been turned off and the 
pipes drained and turned on again, that 
the water is always muddy, showing that 
it certainly must come from a deposit in 
the pipes. After standing over night the 
water should be allowed to run for several 
minutes before using, and the mud in the 
pipes allowed to pass out. Aflanta should 
be proud of her water supply, for I believe 
ft to be the best and purest in the entire 
country. If the people would only abandon 
the use of well water and substitute, in- 
stead, the pure city water, we would have 
a@ great deal less sickness among us. Yours

Yonstitution Bureau, Brown House, 
con, Ga., June 30.—(Special.)—W. H. 
nold was formerly a Macon merchant, and 
not long since married. Recently his wife 
sued in the superior court of Bibb for di- 
vorce, and was granted temporary alimony 
of about $400 and attorneys’ fees of $200. 
Mr, Minter Wimberly is her attorney. The 
alimony and fees have not been paid. Ar- 
nold filed a petition in the United States 
court for bankruptcy. Mrs. Arnold makes 
application in the United States court to 
be allowed an exemption out of the bank- 
rupt’s estate. and the referee sets aside a 
homestead for her of about $900. She also 
presents a claim to be paid out of the es- 
tate a judgment for alimony in the superi- 
or court. This brings up an interesting 
point of law. Judge Speer passed an order 
in the case today in which he says: 

“If Mrs. Arnold is entitled to an exemp- 
tion under the state law, it is either be- 
cause she is the head of a family or be- 
cause her husband, who is the head of a 
family of which she is a member, has re- 
fused to do his duty and make application 
for the exemption. It is not pretended that 
she is the head of a family, nor can the 
husband be the head of her family, if she 
has, by legal procedure, repudiated him in 
that capacity. If, then, she is entitled to 
be paid the judgment for alimony, ob- 
tained in the honorable superior court of 
Bibb county in a proceeding for divorce. 
she is not entitled to any exemption under 
the homestead law, fot she has no place in 
the family of her Rusband. There should 
be a judicial determination that she is 
either divorced or living in a state of bona 
fide separation. A woman may be the wife 
of a man, and yet not a member of his 
family. A family !s composed of persons 
collectively who live together in a house 
under one head, a household. 

“T hold, therefore, that Mrs. Arnold must 
proceed to elect one or the other of these 
eonflicting demands; otherwise the court 
will be obliged to deny her relief on either 
of the applications.”’ 

Her attorney has not yet decided what 
alternative to take. 

Homing Pigeons Received. 

Today the Southern Express Company 
at Macon received 150 carrier pigeons from 
the American Homing Club, of the Bal- 
timore district, with a letter accompany- 
ing, instructing Agent Grier, of the ex- 
press company, to turn the pigeons loose 
at Macon, but before the instructions of 
the letter could be complied with, Agent 
Grier received a telegram from the club 
not to turn the pigeons loose today, as the 
wind was unfavorable, and to await fur- 
ther telegraphic instructions. When the 
telegram is received, which will probably 
be tomorrow, the pigeons will be taken to 
the new iron bridge over the Ocmulgee 
river, at the foot of Spring street, directly 
opposite the house of United States Sena- 
tor Bacon, and turned loose, on their 
homeward flight to Maryland. No doubt 
there will be a great crowd of spectators 
to witness the novel sight of 150 carrier 
pigeons set free in the air at one time. 
The Baltimore District Club has sent the 
pigeons to Macon to be turned loose as a 
trial test in speed. Each pigeon is la- 
beled, and the return of the birds home is 
awaited with much interest and the win- 
ner will be hailed with much pleasure,

With a single exception, England has 
known greatest prosperity when her crown 
has rested upon a woman's head. One of

Not entirely to the ability of 
this singular queen is to be attributed, 
however, the exceptfonal prosperity of her 
long reign, but rather to that series of 
happy accidents preceding her reign—the 
invention of painting, which gave genius 
opportunity to assert itself in the “new 
learning:’’ the discovery of America, which 
stimulated anew the old viking spirit of 
discovery and wealth-seeking; and the 
reformation, which insured independence 
of thought and moral energy, whose far- 
reaching results Elizabeth was sufficiently 
subtle to seize and turn to England's ad- 
vantage.

The most 
conspicuous conspiracy, known as Wyatt's 
rebellion, brought the young Elizd@béth a 
prisoner to the Tower, upon charges of com- 
plicity with the intriguers. No positive 
evidence being found against her, Mary, 
much to the regret of her statesmen, firm- 
ly refused to warrant her sister's death. 
It seems a pity that when Elizabeth be- 
came embroiled under similar circumstances 
with her cousin and successor, Mary Queen 
of Scots, she could not have imitated the 
clemency of “‘Bloody Mary”’ and refused 
to immolate the accused upon unsustained 
charges. Elizabeth's enemies so strongly 
desiral her imprisonment to end in death 
that while Mary was ill they sent a forged 
death warrant to the tower, and nothing 
but the suspicious go.) sense of the lieu- 
tenant of the prison prevented the queen 
elect’s immediate execution. 

In order to strengthen the power of the 
catholic party in England, Mary insisted, 
in the face of the fierce opposition of her 
people upon marrying her cousin, Philip 
If of Spain. In order to bring her sister 
under the same religious shadow, she en- 
deavored, at her husband’s instigation, to 
force Elizabeth to marry Philip’s intimate 
friend, the catholic Prince Philbert, of 
Piedmont. This Elizabeth refused to do, 
not because of her fears of hindering the 
reformation, but because she was In love 
with some English suitors, and then had 
higher aims than Piedmontese prince or 
English noble. Because of the continual 
plotting agitated in her sister's behalf, 
Mary thought it advisable to keep her in 
seclusion at Woodstock, where she wrote 
poetry and resumed Ter studies till her 
tutor, Ascham, admi[ted that he could 
teach her nothing more. Later she was 
summoned to Hampton by Philip, who even 
tren was plotting for Elizabeth's hand 
upon the approaching death of his wife— 
a conqutfest of which Elizabeth afterward 
boasted. ' 

Mary died in 1558, bequeathing the succes- 
sion and crown jeweds to Elizabeth, afte: 
extorting from her an ambiguous promise 
to uphold the catholic faith. In acknowl- 
edgement of these favors, Elizabeth con- 
formed to the services of the Romanish 
church for one month, when she joined 
with the protestants, although the lack 
of ceremony, color and pageantry in thetr 
worship was always repulsive to the sen- 
suous nature which she inherited from the 
Tudors and Anne Boleyn. A singular in- 
difference to any religion marked Eliza- 
beth’s forty-five years’ reign. In fact, re- 
ligious enthusiasm was utterly incompre- 
hensible to her, except as a lever with 
which to raise her kingdom to greater 
height, and, personally, she regarded its 
adherents with amused amazement. Not 
seeing why outward conformity should in- 
dex inward belief, she proclaimed perfect 
freedom of religidus~ppinion, yet beheaded 
those who protested against outward alle- 
giance to royal supremacy.

Early yesterday morning, while Mrs. Gos- 
wick was in town shopping, one of the farm 
hands, so it is sald, went up to the house 
after a bucket of water, and was accosted 
by Laura, who went out to the well and 
started a conversation with him. While 
they were talking, Mrs. Goswick came in 
sight, on her return from town. As soon as 
she saw ‘Mrs. Goswick, Laura ran into the 
house, saying she had to take a dose of 
medicine. Soon afterwards she ran out to 
the gate and met Mrs. Goswick and asked 
her what she had brought to her from 
town. Both went into the ‘house and were 
looking over the morning’s purchases when 
the child fell across the bed in great pain. 
Upon being questioned, she said she had 
taken a dose of strychnine, but the importu- 
nities of Mrs. Goswick failed to ellcit a re- 
ply as to who hhad given her the poison. 

A physician was sent for, but before he 
arrived death had come to relieve the poor 
child’s sufferings. A quantity of strychnine 
was found in the room, but dilligent in- 
quiry has so far failed to locate the party 
from whom it was purchased.

The university is essentially a Geor- 
gia institution, and its largest support 
must, in the nature of things, come 
from this state. Consequently, other 
things being equal, the chancellorship 
should be in the hands of a man fa- 
miliar with the course and history of 
the institution, and intimate with all 
the elements and qualities that give a 
peculiar flavor to Georgia history. We 
have seen some very severe strictures 
on what are supposed to be the causes 
of the declining influence of the univer- 
sity, and we have not sympathized with 
them. We @re inclined to take a larg- 
er and more hopeful view of the mat- 
ter, and we believe that by making a 
wise selection for chancellor the trustees 
can give the university a turn for the 
better which will enable it to enter the 
new century for a long period of the 
most brilliant work in its eventful his- 
tory. 

The trustees have an important prob- 
lem on hand in the naming of the next 
chancellor. All other things being 
equal, they should make the selection, 
as suggested by the Georgia State Teach- 
ers’ Association, from the ranks of Geor- 
gia educators; and they should choose 
a man whose residence in the state will 
enable him to enter his new work with 
a full knowledge of local conditions, and 
to whose duties will be imparted the 
flavor of established citizenship. 
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Progress of City Ownership. 

The more the subject is investigated, 
the stronger appears the argument in 
favor of municipal ownership of public 
utilities. 

The latest contribution to this end Is 
furnished from the city of Syracuse, 
N. Y. The question of municipal own- 
ership of the electric plant has been 
long debated, and resulted in the send- 
ing of a committee to Chicago headed 
by Mayor James K. McGuire to investi- 
gate the success of such ownership in 
that city. 

After having carefully gone through 
the whole system, Mayor McGuire de- 
clares that the interests concerned in 
the ownership of the private plant in 
cost 
$1,000,000 to construct a plant large 
enough to light it. “But,” said he, “we 
find that Chicago has three plants in 
operation, any one of which is large 
enough to light Syracuse, and that the 
three together only cost $900,000. We 
will report in favor of the construction 
of a plant by the city.” 

The increasing burdens of taxation 
in all our large cities are such that the 
people must find some relief. Public 
expenses cannot be cut down, the schools 
must be maintained and improved, fire 
and police service must be kept up, and, 
indeed, it would be hard to go through 
the list of municipal responsibilities-and 
find out one which could be dispensed 
with in the effort at retrenchment. Since 
this ig the case, and since the private 
property of individual citizens cannot 
stand an increase of taxation without a 
threat of confiscation, the increased rev- 
enues must be looked for from some 
other source. In this emergency there 
is nothing plainer than that the public 
ig entitled to all of the benefits which 
grow out of municipal aggregation, and 
hence the ownership of public utilities 
is @ question which no man dare argue 
against from a public rostrum. It may 
be fought against through indirection by 
people who are interested in securing 
the utilities for themselves, but it can- 
not be taken up and met in the field of 
legitimate argument. 

Municipal ownership is a live issue, 
and will continue to grow until success 
comes to it. 
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As to Copyright. 

Mr. Thorvald Solzerg’s two pamphlets, 
one. containing the copyright law and 
the other, “Directions for Securing Copy- 
rights,’ ‘are not issued to be ‘sold. They 
are printed and distributed at the ex- 
pense of the government, and applica- 
tions for them need not be accompanied 
by stamps, as they are government doc- 
uments and are sent free. We make 
this explanation in order to correct a 
mistake made in these columns some 
weeks ago. These documents are pre- 
pared with so much care and clearness, 
that we were led into the error of sup- 
posing that a price would be put upon 
them. Mr. Solberg, however, issues a 
weekly “Catalogue of Copyright Busi- 
ness,”’ which is admirably planned and 
carried out. Of this, the government 
does not have the distribution. We men- 
tion these facts because The Constitu- 
tion receives so many inquiries about 
copyright. 
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Dialect and Grammar. 

The New York Evening Post and The 
Nation have opened their columns to a 
discussion in regard to “we-uns’”’ and 
‘“‘vou-uns,” terms that have been made 
familiar to readers of stories of mount- 
ain life in the south. This discussion 
ig very interesting. It grew out of a 
statement by Mr. Matthew Steele, of 
Chicago, that those who are in the hab- 
locutions in real 
life never make the mistake of using 
them in the singular. His statement 
grew out of the fact that some south- 
ern writers have made their characters 
apply to “you-uns” and “‘we-uns” to one 
person. 

Mr. Steele is correct, though his state- 
ment has been disputed. The two terms 
have been in use for many hundreds of 
years, and are deSigitely English. One 
correspondent finds™*you-ens” in Tyn- 
dal’s translation of the Bible, and ‘‘ones” 
is good English down to this day. The 
terms “you-uns” and “we-uns” are plu- 
ral always, just as “you-all” is invaria- 
bly plural. Philologists can take them 
and point to the shire from which the 
ancestors of the mountaineers camé. 

Indeed, it has been possible, with these 
locutions as guides, to trace the move- 
ments of those English immigrants who 
brought them over. It is known that 
they came to Pennsylvania originally, 
and then followed the trend of the (Cum- 
berland range to the western slope of 
the Alleghanies, drifting into East Ten- 
nessee and northern Alabama and north- 
western Georgia. All real dialect has 

its own, and th 


| 


| it, no mattér how the words and phrases 


are varied and shifted by the character 
and temperament of individuals. 

Mr. C. E. Merrill contributes a letter 
to the discussion in which he brushes 
aside considerable misconception. “You 
little ones go to the nursery,” is a form 
of expression both modern and gram- 
matical. If we leave out “little” we 
have the mountaineers’ dialect over 
again. ‘“‘The-unsy’ is another form. 
“Those are not the ones I told you tg 
get.” Really, we are not as far from 
early English as some might suppose. 
King James’s Bible has kept us in closé 
touch with it. 

The divergence tn the various forms of 
dialect in use in this country is not very 
great. Lowell, in “Hosea Bigelow,” 
shows that the real New England dia- 
lect is closely allied with that of the 
west, and Riley’s hoosier speaks for the 
most part with the Georgia tongue; and 
so, indeed, does ‘David Harum.” Only 
a few insignificant verbal changes would 
make them all a common tongue. 

So far as grammar is concerned, it is 
a pity that people continue to apply all 
its rigid forms to English. The tongue 
conforms to some of the requirements of 
grammar, but for the most part it kicks 
out of the traces. There is English 
grammar, indeed, but it resides in the 
instincts of those who use the language 
as an endowment. It is unwritten and 
will remain so. 
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Changing the Calendar. 

The Russian government, after a long 
fight with the Gregorian calendar, has 
decided to ground its colors. 

It is now officially stated that the ezar 
has determined to abandon the old style 
of Julian-Greek calendar, which is 
twelve days behind the now universal 
system of the Gregorian cycle, and 
which has been a source of annoyance 
to Russians doing business with other 
countries, who were compelled to use 
both dates, ag well ag to foreigners trad- 
ing with Russia. The St. Petersburg As- 
tronomical Society hag taken the mat- 
ter in hand, and With the co-operation 
of the ministers will appoint a commis- 
sion to be composed of sixteen persons, 
nine of whom are to be members of the 
Astronomica] Society, who will arrange 
all the details. It ig the purpose for 
the new style calendar to go into effect 
in 1901. 

This closes a great battle which has 
been fought between Roman and Greek 
influences. ‘When Gregory decided upon 
the calendar now in general use it met 
with opposition from Protestant and 
Greek countries, for fear that an accept- 
ance of it would be a recognition of the 
papal see. For awhile England hesi- 
tated, but finally deciding that it was 
child’s play to fight a scientific solution, 
accepted the new style. Russia, how- 
ever, claiming the leadership of the 
Greek church, was much more stubborn, 
and has kept up the fight until the pres- 
ent time, when the modern Nicholas 
concluded that while he was disarming 
armies, he might as well drop the old 
quarrel about the calendar, and thus 
remove a source of great annoyance. 


Legal Status of Morphine Eaters. 

The legal status of a morphine eater 
has been decided in a New York court 
in which he was given the benefit of a 
defense of lunacy. 

It has long been a mooted question 
as to what could be done with people 
who commit offenses while under the 
influence of narcotic drugs. To hold 
them fully responsible would be te in- 
flict a hardship upon persons almost as 
badly afflicted as those who are really 
confined in the asylum. On the other 
hand, to grant these people immunity 
from punishment, and at the Same time 
to permit them to run at large, would 
be to make the public a victim to the 
whims and caprices of the irresponsible. 
It follows from this that if legal irre- 
sponsibility is to go with the morphine 
mania, that it should be accompanied 
by such suitable penalty as will compel 
relatives of the unfortunate person to 
see that he is duly restrained. 

In the case reported from New York, 
the morphine fiend was caught in the 
act of stealing from one of the dry 
goods stores. When arrested and placed 
on trial, it was put in evidence that the 
man had been the victim of the morphine 
habit for four years. In the language 
of the physician testifving, he was “an 
habitual morphine fiend, getting worse 
all the time.” The judge decided that 
as the man had taken twelve grains of 
morphine on the day when he was ar- 
rested, that he was mentally unbalanced 
at the time. 

Under such decisions, and it is a just 
one, the states of the union will have to 
enlarge their lunatic asylums in order 
to accommodate this new class of in- 
mates, 
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The Fourth Is Coming. 

The Fourth of July is now almost at 
hand, and with it there is coming trou- 
ble for those who are unduly demon- 
strative. 

The mayor of the quiet city of Phila- 
delphia hag issue a proclamation against 
the customary violation of the laws, pro- 
hibiting the sale or use of high explo- 
sivegs on or before the Fourth of July. 
He calls upon all citizens, and especial- 
ly those in control of minors, to assist 
the authorities in enforcing the law, so 
that the peace of the community may 
not be violated, and that injury to life 
or limb, or loss by fire may be avoided. 
This action of the mayor of Philadelphia 
has already been taken up by the may- 
ors of the other leading cities, who seem 
to be animated by a fear that great 
trouble may be caused by the undue ex- 
citemefit-which will attend the celebra- 
tion of our coming Fourth. 

The causes for this fear are manifest. 
The normal Fourth of July is a holiday 
which carries with it jubilation enough, 
but the one which is to come is the 
first which has followed our great vic- 
tories by land or sea. The patriotic 
spirit of the people has been so worked 
up and their determination is so great 
to make the national holiday notable, 
that there is danger of damage by fire 
and otherwise from the indiscreet use 
of high explosives. 

Municipal anticipation of such a re- 
sult is simply in the line of common 
prudence. Let us celebrate the Fourth 
by all means, but it is not necessary to 
have too many conflagrations by so do- 
ing.

If early in the week one had 
arisen daring to prophesy that such a thing 
as this would come about, that prophet 
would have been hustled off to the nearest 
insane asylum without being allowed so 
much as an opportunity to attempt ex- 
planation. Crazy? Why he would have 
been hooted at and pitied as one who must 
have been crazy all his lifetime, each year 
adding to the quantity of the derangement, 
until the culmination had been reached in 
this wildest of wild dreams. 

Friday and Saturday, Monday and Tues- 
day the convention hall presented at times, 
and, indeed, most of the time, scenes of 
turbulence such as have been seldom wit- 
nessed. Many were the possibilities of riots, 
and had it not been for the liberal presence 
of blue-coated preservers of the peace, there 
is little doubt that more than once attempts 
would have been made to do bodily harm to 
the chairman. The English language con- 
tains no invectives that were not called 
into requisition during those turbulent times 
by those criticising the rulings of the chair- 
man. 


And yet in the end there is not a dis- 
senting voice to the resolution of thanks, 
containing as it did a testimonial to the 
chairman’s fairness and impartiality. Per- 
haps this, better than anything else, illus- 
trates the harmony that is prevailing in 
Kentucky’s democracy. 

From a parliamentary standpoint, Chalr- 
man Redwine out-Reeded Thomas himself 
in many of his rulings. ‘His insistence that 
the convention did not possess the right to 
appeal from his decision is, as an exhl- 
bition of nerve, sublimity itself. His ruling 
that the convention did not have a right to 
consider a resolution for sine die adjourn- 
meént is another beauty that will give stu- 
dents of parliamentary law food (for 
thought. As a matter of fact, Redwine had 
no use for parliamentary law. He was 
there to run things as he thought they 
ought to be run and he didn't propose to 
let anything get in the way of the pro- 
gramme as he conceived it. To carry it 
through he possessed the admirable qual- 
ity of unfailing good temper? He pewmitted 
nothing to disturb his equanimity. fhen 
they howled him down and tooted horns at 
him, he would sit back in his chair with a 
smile bland and beatific upon his face; and 
he let them go on until they tired them- 
selves out. The man who lost his temper 
under the circumstances would have set 
the crowd on fire. He was not a good 
presiding officer in method or voice or any 
of the qualities ysually deemed necessary 
to success in that trying position, but he 
never lost his head or his temper. 


It was a desperate political play, but it 
left no sores. The politicians who were 
beaten take off their hats to Goebel, and 
while his elevation may run counter to 
some of their aspirations, they cannot but 
feel that he deserved to win. Not so, how- 
ever, with the newspapers. Those which 
have been fighting Goebel are still sore and 
bitter. 

I have never seen newspapers so preju- 
diced—in their news reports, I mean—as 
these Louisville papers have been during 
the entire convention. Every report of 
every occurrence was colored to suit the 
editorial views of the paper and the re- 
sult was a mazZe of such contradictions as 
must have been perfectly bewildering to 
those unfamiliar with the facts. The tn- 
genuity of argument advanced by each to 
make a particular state of facts indicate 
the certain election of its man, or to show 
that all the fault belonged with its partic- 
ular opponent, was not the least interest- 
ing study furnisheé by the convention. 

The democratic newspapers will, af course, 
al wheel in line and support the nominee, 
but it will take them longer to get in 
shape that it has the politicians. 


Down in his heart of hearts Jo Black- 
burn is glad of the nomination of Goebel. 
The gallant ex-and-next-senator has a per- 
sonal interest in the election of the ticket 
this fall, for on the control of the legisla- 
ture his own return to the senate depends. 
While in this contest he has had te keep 
strictly neutral, because all three candi- 
dates were his warm personal friends, it has 
been generally recognized as a beneath-the- 
surface fact that he was for Goebel. Black- 
burn's most intimate personal friends and 
supporters were found in the Goebel ranks. 
But aside from his~ personal preferences, 
the gallant senator rejoices in having as 
candidate for governor the man who has 
proved ‘himself the best politician in the 
state, a man who is sure to make an aggres- 
sive winning campaign. The two men will 
make excellent running mates. for Black- 
burn is as much pefore the people as 
Goebel; and with the magnificent platform 
adopted by the convention as democratic 
text, they are sure to win. 


Kentucky's big trio was much in evidence 
in the convention hall. The immortal Jack 
Chinn, Eph Lillard ay@ Bob Franklin were 
all Goebel men from the start. and they 
not only worked hard for him, but found 
time to add to the amusement of their fel- 
low delegates as well. 

Three better story tellers or three more 
unique characters do not exist. Everybody 
knows of Chinn, who is the typical, Ken- 
tuckian in his gallantry toward women or 
his readiness to fight, whichever comes to 
hand.

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A NEW FEDERAL TAX 
ON CORPORATIONS | 


I have a friend who is a thinker. 

Such men are dangerous, of Course, byt 
they entertain and instruct me at times, 
though they occasionally send me’ oh a 
rainbow chase. 

Yesterday my friend threw The Const. 
tution aside impatiently. 

“Our legislative tax commission,” 
said, “has a chance to win fame.” 

“How? was my question. 

“By coming out with a resolution. rec. 
ommendation or declaration in favor of 
having the stocks and bonds of all corpo- 
rations taxed by the federal government,’ 

“What is your idea?” 

My tax reformer took a seat and ex- 
plained himself. 


he 


“For many years,” he said, “you have 
heard of the loss, damage and injury re- 
sulting from the practice of some corpo. 
rations of watering their mock or ae | 
ing too many bDonds. 

“The best way to stop this evil in the 
bud would be to impose a federal tax 
upon the stocks and bonds of these corpo- 
rations. They don’t like to pay taxes, and 
it is safe to say that they would not wa- 
ter stock or consent to an over-issue of 
bonds, knowing that it would greatly in- 
crease their taxes. 

“You would then see them limiting their 
stock and bonds to practically an honest 
representation of their actual capital. ’ 

“This would make investments in such 
securities much safer. People would have 
more confidence in them, and fewer wid- 
ows and orphans would suffer.”’ 

“A new federal tax,” I interrupted. 

“Yes, why not? Don’t let the idea 
frighten you. It would be better than 
the present reve#ue tax, which should be 
repealed as soon as possible. The govern- 
ment now prevents state banks from issu- 
ing notes by its 10 per cent tax. Don't 
you see that a similar tax would prevent 
corporations from flooding the country 
with a lot of stocks and bonds without 
any adequate basis. They ean be checked 
by a proper tax, just as the state banks 
were suspended by an inordinate tax.” 

‘You would give the federal government 
a great deal of power,” I suggested. 

“Certainly, these are the days of imperial 
democracy and republican imperialism. 
The general government is a big thing. 
You let it smash state Banks of issue and 
control railway corporations in some mat- 
ters. Why shouldn’t it control corpora- 
tion taxes, and thus prevent the watering 
of stocks and the inflated issue of bonds”’’ 

I remarked that it would discourage en- 
terprise, and men of speculative tenden- 
cies would not take the trouble to organ- 
ize corporations if they were to be tampered 
with in that way. This would hold back 
those daring spirits who run big risks, 
making and losing, and yet finally doing 
wonders for the development anu upbuild- 
ing of the country. 

“IT want to hold them back,.”’ was the 
ready answer. “I want a more natural 
development of our resources; the specu- 
lative corporations overdo the thing. In 
their craze for sudden wealth they run to 
the extreme of over-production, over-de- 
velopment and unnecessary bullding up. 

‘These evils are mainly due to the wild 
speculative fever for which corporations 
are largely responsible. 

“My proposed tax wa@uld be perfectly 
fair. If a corporation issues $10,000,000 in 
stocks and bonds on a proper basis !t ought 
to be able and willing to pay a tax on 
them. If it wants to issue an additional 
$10,000,000 worth, with nothing substantial 
back of the new issue, it should pay a 
heavy tax. The tax should be heavy 
enough to prevent such issues. 

“I have no fear that the country would 
cease to grow and develop, without the 
aid of speculation. Qur growth and devel- 
opment would then be natural, instead of 
forced and unnatural.” 


“IT asked the tax enthustaat if he thought 
his reform practicable. 

“Perfectly,” he replied, “but not easy to 
institute. The corporations would fight 
it to the last, and it would be hard td 
overcome their power in congress. 

“Still, the matter is worth talking about. 
In this experimental age there is no teil- 
ing what may come to pass. The times 
are out of joint. New men, new ideas and. 
new conditions are coming to the front, 
and there may be an improvement even in 
our methods of taxation. 

‘“‘Look at the inconsistent, unreasonable 
and unsatisfactory attempts of the various 
states to fairly tax the corporations. It is 
enough to make any sensible man sick. 

‘T am not afraid to trust the federal 
government in such a matter. When it 
can do a necessary work for the peopte 
better and cheaper than they can do it 
through their local governments, it should 
have the rght and the power to take charge 
of it. 

“As matters now stand, some corpora- 
tions in this country tempt people to in- 
vest in their over-issues of stocks and 
bonds, and the investors lose every dollar. 

“There are honest corporations, but 
there are also dishonest ones, and the fed- 
eral tax could be shaped so as to drive 
the unscrupulous concerns out of bus- 
iness.”’ 

My friend, the thinker, had pitched me, 
head foremost, into such a boundless fiel4 
of economic possibilities that I found it nec- 
essary to bring our talk to a close with a 
few generalities, which might mean 
much or nothing. 

But I sniff danger in the air. If our 
thinkers—men who are not politicians— 
get to monkeying with the tax problem, 
there will be trouble for somebody. 

We are not going to get out of the old 
tax rut for some time to come. 

The twentieth century, however, 
bring the unexpected to the front.

Cummissioner Said That Had Mr.

Captain John C. Joiner will not be re. 
instated to his former position as cap- 
tain of police, this having been unani- 
mously decided at a meeting of the board 
police commissioners last night; but 
he will make application for membership

force, unless he changes 
his mind before the next meeting of the 
board. It is impossible to tell what the 
commissioners will do with his petition, 
but it probable that he will be given a 
place as supernumerary. 

The petition of 600 citizens asking that 
Captain Joiner be reinstated was turned 
down last night, and the commissioners 
believe that they could have done noth- 
ing else under the rules’ adopted by the 
beard, and according to city ordinances. 
Th why the board refused to 
grant the petition are stated in a commu- 
nication addressed to Alderman Mayson 
and Kilpatrick and Councilmen Doster, 
Thompson, Roy and others, but the board 
‘refused to furnish this communication to 
the press, The commissioners thought 
that courtesy demanded that it first be re- 
ceived by those to whom it is addressed. 

The answer to the petition, however, 
States that the board feels itself unable 
to grant the request. The first reason 
is Rule 8 of the regulations governing 
the police department, which announces 
that any member of the police force, known 
to have been under the influence 
of an =tntoxicant, either on off 
duty, will be dismissed. The second rea- 
s0n is Rule 86 of the regulations, which 
provides that intoxicants are not to be 
brought into the barracks under any ptle- 
text, except by order of the chief, the 
captain on duty or the surgeon in charge. 

The Two Police Rules. 

Rule 8 is as follows: ' 

“Any member of the police force who 
has been known to have been under the 
influence of any intoxicating drink, either 
while on or of duty, will be dismissed 
from the force. All members of the force 
are strictly forbidden from drinking any 
intoxicating drinks while on duty, or af- 
ter active duty, while wearing a part of 
their uniform."’ 

Rule 86, which was quoted in the answer 
to the petition of the 600 citizens, is as fol- 
lows: 

“No liquor or intoxicating drinks shall, 
upon any pretext, be introduced into the 
Siation nouse except for medicinal pur- 
poses, and then only when ordered bv the 
chief of police Or captain or duty or physi- 
clan in charge. No members of the force 
while in uniform either on or off duty 
will be allowed to enter any place where 
any kind of intoxicating drinks are fur- 


nished, or house of ill-fame, or gambling 
house, except in the discharge of duty.” 


After quoting these rules, the answer 
adopted by the commissioners stated that 
Captain Joiner had been guilty, in the 
personal ‘knowiedge of the chairman of 
the police board, of violating both of thesa 
rules. The answer stated that while the 
board regretted the ‘‘unfortunate error” 
of Captain Joiner, it could not reinstate 
him. , 

This was the paper that was laid upon 
the table at the last meeting of the board 
of police commissioners and it was take: 
from the table for consideration upon mo- 
tion of Captain English last night directly 
after the board Was callea to order. 

Wanted To Hear from Joiner. 

Captain EngMsh then moved its adoption, 
buf this brought Commissioner Johnson to 
his feet. Mr. Johnson thought that Cap- 
tain Joiner should be heard from. In this 
he was opposed by Captain English, Chair- 
man Patterson and Commissioner Ken- 
drick,. These commissioners announced 
that they were perfectly willing to hear 
from Captain Joiner, but thought that ne 
had nothing to do with the petition from 
the citizens. Commissioner Patterson said 
he understood that the petition had been 
circulated by Captain Joiner’s friends 
without consulting him, 

Mr. Johnson said he thought that any 
man had a right to be heard in his own 
case before the board, and he did not wish 
to have the. matter finally settled without 
tearing from Captain Joiner. He thought 
t was a privilege due the captain. 

“I would like to ¢6tate,” said Captain 
English, looking straight at Commissioner 
Johnson, “that there are other members 
of this board who feel as kindly disposed 
to Captain Joiner as does Commissioner 
Johnson, although they do not appear 
quite so earnest in making public their 
feelings. They prefer to demonstrate their 
kindly feeling at another time.” 

@pim responsible for my acts,” answered 
Commissioner Johnson. 

“Tl have no doubt you are,” replied Cap- 
tain English. 

“It seems to me,’ said Commissioner 
Johnson, ‘that we could do something 
with Captain Joiner.

CASE OF THOMAS IS UNIQUE 


Is Charged with Forgery by Sawtell 
Company. 


THOMAS CLAIMS TO BE HONEST 


Young Man Does Not Deny Truth of 
Charges Against Him—Employed 
Unbusinesslike Methods. 


W. L. Thomas, a young white man, was 
arrested yesterday morning by Patrolmen 
Felder and Wilkie, and the case against 
him is decidedly unique. He was placed in 
a cell in the state department yesterday 
morning, and the charge made by those 
who had him arrested is forgery. 

The young man does not deny the alle- 
gations of those who are prosecuting him, 
and their statement agrees with his. Yet 
it is a fact that the young man is honest, 
and was not benefited in any way by what 
those who are prosecuting him term 
forgery. 

Thomas was arrested early yesterday 
morning by W. H. Thomas, manager for 
T. R. Sawtell, where the former was em- 
ployed for some time until yesterday. There 
is no relationship between W. H. and W. L. 
Thomas. 

W. L. Thomas was a salesman for Mr. 
Sawtell, and also delivered orders. When 
a man to whom credit was not extended 
purchased meats, W. L, Thomas would 
allow him to take the meats without pay- 
ing, provided he would promise: to pay 
within a few days. Then, in order to keep 
the firm from knowing that he had violated 
orders in extending credit to a cash custo- 
mer, he would charge the meats to a party 
to whom credit was extended. The receipt 
for the meats he would sign himself, using 
the name of the party to whom the meats 
were billed.

Flood of Applications to Governor 
Candler for Positions, 


WRONG IMPRESSION I$ OUT 


Action of War Cepartment Has Excited 
Much Comment, 


GOVERNOR §=CANDLER HAS A SAY 


Chief Executive Thinks Appointments 
by the President in Volunteer 
Service a Departure from 
a Long Established 
Precedent, 


The decision of the war department 
reached during the past week, to muster 
the army to its full limit under the Hull 
bill and to call for at least 10,000 additional 
volunteers, has induced a flood of applil- 
cants to Governor Candler from every 
part of the state for offices varying from 
colonel to second lieutenant. 

The great majority of the applicants 
write under the impression that a certain 
number of appointments, at least, in the 
volunteer service will be placed at the dis- 
pesal of the governor of Georgia, while 
President McKinley has announced 
through the war department that a&»7p- 
pointments under the new agreement will 
be made by him. Several applicants for 
army positions have written to Governor 
Candler for indorsements for appointments 
by the war department, and it is not im- 
probable that Georgia will be well repre- 
sented when the list of officers for the reg- 
iments is announced. The action of the 
president in refusing the offers of all state 
organizations as such, and deciding to ap- 
point the officers personally, has caused 
considerable discontent throughout the 
state, among those familiar with the plan. 
It fs commonly believed that better ser- 
vice can be obtained from those commands 
and from officers who are called by their 
state, as well as by the national need at 
this time. Governor Candler ix not im- 
pressed favorably with the plan agreed on 
at the white house. Opposed to the con- 
duct of an aggressive war in the J hilip- 
pines, his interest has not been strongly 
attracted to the arrangements made ito re- 
enforce Genera] Otis. In speaking yester- 
day of the decision of the president, Gov- 
ernor Candler said: 

“IT consider it a departure from the es- 
tablished precedent not to allow each state 
number of officers to fill in the 
volunteer service, but the president may 
think it best for the army at this time to 
do away with the old custom, 

“I believe for one thing that {it will be 
the méans of excluding good men who 
would otherwige serve their state and 
country from purely patriotic motives. It 
might be the means, on the other hand, of 
enlisting men without patriotic mo- 
tives, who seek the position matnly for 
the money in it.’’ 

Governor Candler has notified all the ap- 
plicants to him for positions in the army 
that the places are not at his disposal, and 
that their applications should go at once 
to the president or the war department.

‘A GOOD HALF YRAR 


Tone of Cheerful Confidence Regarding 
Outlook for Last Half. 


STAPLE PRICES RULE HIGHER 


In Iron and Stee] the Prices Are Well 
Above Anything Reported 
Since 1892. 


— 


New York, June 3.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“Tsocugh seasonably quieter in many 
lines, the strength ot the general business 
situation remains apparently unabated, 
and the halt year cioses with commercial 
und tinancial community contemplating 
very satisfactory returns in the recenc 
past and manifesting a tone of cheerful 
confidence regarding the outlook tor the 
last half of 1899 In the volume of busi- 
ness done the first half of 1syy will certainly 
rank nigner than the best hitherto expe- 
1tenced and the notable rise in preces which 
was such a feature of the past spring has 
done much to reconcile traders to the ad- 
inittediy small margins of profits which 
modern business operations tend toward 
making permanent. Touching this matter, 
it might be addeg that staple prices today 
are in a majority of instances weil above 
quotations ruling for some years past, the 
general level, in fact, being the highest 
since early in 1893. In some instances, of 
course, notably in iron and steel, recent 
advances have brought the level of prices 
well above anything—reported since 189, 
though it is to be remarked that much of 
the business done in that industry this 
spring was at old levels, the most sangl- 
ine oDservers in this line naving falled to 
accurately gduge the real proportions of 
the late advances. That the transportation 
interests have shared to a large degree 
in the business resulting from several 
years of large crops and active demand 
is proved by the current good returns, 
the best probably reported so far this 
year, and indicating a progressive gain 
vver all previous records for the six 
months, notwithstanding the steadily low- 
ering yates of transportation. There is iit- 
tle in the immediate outlook that can he 
construed as unfavorable. 

“The iron ;trade, having finished the 
most eventful half year in its history, und 
most of its contracts secured at the oid 
low prices, faces a very good outiook for 
the balance of the year at prices which 
guarantee large profits, providing adequate 
supplies of raw ang partly manufactured 
materials can be secured. It is not wUn- 
reasonable to look for some check, in fact, 
to business in the metal consuming indus- 
tries, owin® to the scarcity of these mate- 
rials. One of the latest instances of this 
cited {s the serious delay reported tu ship 
building industry owing to the scarcity of 
steel plates. The labor situation has been 
one of most satisfactory features of the 
half year’s business, voluntary advances 
having raised the compensation of thou- 
sands of operatives and :abor troubles be- 
ing conspicuous by their absence till to- 
wurd the close of the period under review, 
when failures to agree to wages and hours 
in the Colorado smelting industry an in 
tin plute manufacturing rendered a large 
number of workmen idle. In the case of 
the latter industry, however, the suspen- 
sion, it is hoped, will not exceed the usual! 
sunmimer shutdown. 

“in agricultural ‘ines the outlook, 
though somewhat irregular, is in the main 
favorable. The smalier yield of winter 
wheat seems at tho present moment likely 
to be partly made up for by an increased 
vVield of corn, and spring wheat prospects, 
though tmpalred somewhat by too much 
rain, are regarded as encouraging. Good 
weather throughout the country has al- 
lowed a rather better outturn in winter 
wheat than was looked for earlier, and 
general rains throughout the south have 
helped the cotton crop situation, while 
rice and sugar have also measurably im- 
proved. 

“The closing week of the half year finds 
special strength and activity in iron, lum- 
ber and wool and woolen goods, the latter 
industry having at last apparently begun 
to share in the prevailing prosperity. A 
feature of interest in this connection is 
the advancing prices of fine wools abroad, 
which seems to insure, temporarily a:* 
least, a foreign market for ‘considerable 
high-grade domestic wool. Manufactured 
fabrics share in this strength, but manu- 
facturers are not credited with hav:ng 
large stocks of raw material. 

“Confidence in a good fall trade is evi- 
denced by reports coining from many mar- 
kets of good orders already booked, the 
volume of such business already done vary- 
ing from 10 to 30 per cent in excess of 
last year, which, it may be recalled, was 
quite a satisfactory oné jn this respect. 

“Wheat, including flour shipments, for 
the week aggregates 3,263,998 bushels 
against 3,746,718 bushels last week, 4,716 401 
bushels in the corresponding week of 1898. 
2,778,848 bushels in 1897, 2,601,096 bushels in 
1896 and 2,007,001 bushels in 1895. Since 
January Ist this season the exports of 
wheat aggregate 225,038,670 bushels against 
233,788,704 bushels last year. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
4,452,116 bushels against 2,872,483 bushels 
last week, 2,601,460 bushels in this week a 
year ago. 1,923,938 bushels in 1897, 1,593,631 
in 1896 and 388,860 in 1895. Since January 
ist, this season, corn exports aggregate 
170.780.274 against 197,307,907 during the same 
period a year ago.” 


Dun & Co.’s Review. 


New York, June 30.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

“Failures for the second quarter of 1899 
have been 2,080, against 3,055 last year with 
liabilities of $20,259,000, against $36,602 
last year, and for the fisst half of 1899 fatl- 
ures were 4,852, against 67/766 last year with 
liabilities of $48,711,000, against $71,246,783 last 
year. Nearly half of the June liabilities are 
due to one failure, not strictly commercial, 
covering some banking concerns, a pro- 
moter and a railway equipment company fot 
$5,136,000, in essential-features a loan and 
trust coneern. With it banking failures 
amount to $6,436,000 for the half year, leav- 
ing for commercial failures $42,275,033, 
against $67,444,639 last year. 

Manufacturing failures were $16,900,000 for 
the half year, against $30,769,144 last year 
and trading were $23,000,000, against $32,960,626 
last year. 

“The demand for tron and steel seems to 
have no limit. Scarcity of pig has raised 
the price a dollar per ton for local coke at 
Chicago, $1.10 to $19.75 for Bessemer at 
Pittsburg and $1.75 to $17.75 for grey forge 
and 75sec to $19.25 for anthracite No. 1 at 
Philadelphia, with some iron selling above 
these quotations at all points for earlv de- 
livery. Efforts to get foreign contracts out 
of the way are met by fresh orders from 
Europe at last week's prices. Some fur- 
naces have started with contracts for their 
whole year’s product, but others are yet 
delayed. Prices of pig average higher than 
at any other time since February, 1890, and 
prices of financial products higher than 
since March, 15891. 

“Billets are hardly obtainable; bar and 
plate orders are refused quite largely be- 
cause works are overcrowded; sheet mills 
have much larger demand at the west, but 
less at the east, and structural works re- 
port 26,000 tons required in two new eastern 
contracts. The continuing demand in spite 
of raising prices astonishes everybody, Coke 
ovens—17,453 at work—put out for the week 
181,872 tons, the heaviest week’s work ever 
Known at Connellsville. Tin is stronger at 
°§ cents and copper at 18c for lake, but lead 
is dull with hope of an end to the Colorado 
strike. 

‘Another industry passes all records—boot 
and shoe shipments from the east—400,813 
cases—exceeding those in any other month 
of any year for four weeks, and the de- 
mands for speedy delivery show enormous 
distribution in all directions. New orders 
are large and several months ahead. 

“Wool sales at 36,179,900 pounds, of which 
29 865,900 were domestic, reveal a speculation 
scarcely less obtrusive than in 1897, when 
41,197,000 pounds were sold in the same 
week, against 23,768,200 in 1892, when the 
mills were well employed. 

“Cotton mills are doing well in spite of 
the fall in cotton, as the demand gives them 
enough to do at current prices and weak 
spots in the trade are defended by ‘the 
agreement between Fall River mills. 

“Wheat receipts at the west in four weeks 
have been 21,691,536 bushels, against 4,111,625 
last year, and western receipts in June 
have ranged between 5,794,528 bushels in 
1894 and %.551.278 in 1896. Beyond question 
the farmers and the speculators and eleva- 
tor owners in farming regions believe that 
about 80 cents here is as much as the old 
wheat will fetch, although exports have 
been for four weeks 8,983,383 bushels from 
Atlantic ports, against 15,012,487 last year 
and 2.445.749 from Pacific ports, against 
1,829,709 last year. It is not surprising that 
with such receipts the price has dropped 
lige, and corn also fell 2c with exports in 
four weeks 11,485,596 bushels, against 12,076,- 
703 last year. e 

“The eotton market is also weak with 
heavy receipts and good crop prospects, and 
declined a sixteenth.

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'STOCKS VERY DULL 


Usual Bearish Factors Did Not Appear 
To Influence Operations. 


MONEY ADVANCED SHARPLY

Active Trading Was Again Con..ned 
to Railway List—Closed at Slight 
Recession from Best. 
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New York, June 30.—There was a remark- 
able denvnstratiorr of the underlying 
strength of standard railroad stocks today 
in spite of the happenings which the bears 
have been relying upon to put down prices 
before the triple holiday. The squeeze in 
the money market proved more severe 
than for: many months, the rate for call 
loans jumping at one time to 12 per cent. 
Loans made today carry over until next 
Wednesday, and the shifting incident to the 
heavy demands on the eve of semi-annual 
disbursements caused a very active bidding 
for money. There. was besides the natural 
hesitation on the part of most vperators to 
making large commitments on the eve of 
the holiday and the general tendency to 
close up accounts. This kept the market 
very dull through the early part of the 
day, and prices were disposed to saw. The 
opening was indeed a fraction below last 
night for most of the railroads and a liqui- 
dating movement in Sugar and the city 
traction stocks pulled the railroads back 
again after they had first started up again.

Chicago, June 30.—The shadow of the 
coming holidays was heavy on the wheat 
market today and kept prices within a nar- 
row range.

No new developments in winter wheat, 
though condition at time of harvest is re- 
ported a little lower than the average June 
lst. The crop may not quite reach 245,000 
bushels, heretofore suggested. Spring 
wheat decidedly less. Current report makes 
the average condition under %, as against 
nearly 92 on June ist. Too much rain has 
a tendency to overrankness, and rust is re- 
ported from Minnesota and the Dakotas. In 
these states the actual damage yet suffered 
is small, but it is recognized that the pres- 
ent condition of the crop is such that a few 
days of hot weather would result in rapid 
and serious loss. Nebraska has already 
suffered heavy loss, that state’s average 
Leing now 2 points lower than on June ist. 
The damage is the result of a drought of 
three weeks in the counties out of Platte 
and west of Hasting. This region grows 
about one-third of the wheat oft he state, 
and during June the condition of the wheat 
crop in these counties dropped from about 
8 to under 49. The drought was not very 
severe, but the wheat plant was unhealthy 
as a result of too much rain in its early 
history, and it equally succumhed to dry 
weather. Conditions in the northwest are 
such that growers are fearful that a little 
unfavorable weather just now would bring 
about this result. The condition of corn 
in the western belt, while still low, has im- 
proved during the past week. The drought 
continues south, and the condition is seri- 
ous. The general condition of the crop is 
hardly above 86, which is very low for this

Opening Bay of State Fair To Be 
the Centennial, 


IT 18 A RISTORICAL EVENT 


Preparations for Occasion Have Been 
Going on for Some Time, 
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GEORGIANS WILL MAKE AUBRESSES 


Georgia’s Seal Was Adopted in 1799. 
Some of the Interesting Facts 
of Its History—The Exer- 
cises Will Be Inter- 
esting.

The centennial anniversary of the adop- 
tion of a seal] by the state of Georgia will 
be appropriately celebrated this year. 

Ex-Governor Northen has for some time 
been making preparations to have the open- 
ing day of the state fair especially set aside 
for the celebration of this historical event, 
and it is beyond doubt that the occasion will 
be one worthy of the memory of a hundred 
years. 

A special programme:will be arranged 
sultable to the occasion. Several prominent 
speakers will be obtained for the occasion 
and will be invited by the committee on ar- 
rangements in time for them to accept the 
invitations.and prepare addresses and his- 
torical papers of the hundred years’ devel- 
opment and progress. 

Dr. Landrum, pastor of the First Baptist 
church, ts given credit for having first men- 
tioned that the centennial of the adoption 
of the seal should be celebrated. He spok® 
of it some time ago, and the suggestion was 
taken up Ly Governor Northen and others 
of the state fair. Preparations for the 
event have been going on since then. 

“It is the aim of the officers of the state 
fair,’ said Governor Northen yesterday, 
“to have the opening day of the fair set 
aside as a special centennial day, to cele- 
brate the adoption of the seal of the state 
of Georgia. 

“Dr. Landrum was the first to mention 
the project, and as it was deemed a splen- 
did idea by the officers, we have been pre- 
pafing to carry ft out. We will have spe- 
cial exercises. Addresses will be made by 
prominent Georgians, and there will be oth- 
er events, which we have not yet fully de- 
cided upon. 

"T notice that Wallace P. Reed suggests 
in this morning’s Const&ution that the an- 
nfversary should. be celebrated. That is 
our purpose, and we feel confident that the 
occasion will be one of the interesting days 
of the state fair.’’ 

History of the Seal. 

When the Georgia seal was adopted the 
state was a small affair. The population 
was 162.00—a few thousand more than At- 
lanta has at the present time. One hun- 
dred years ago Atlanta was not on the map. 
James Jackson, an Englishman, was gov- 
ernor. " 

The seal of the state is one of the most 
original in design of all the states in the 
union. 


According to Lawton RB. Evan's “History 
of Georgia’ a new great seal was adopted 
by the fegislature of 1799. It consisted of a 
round disk about two inches in diameter. 
On one side—the obverse—were three pillars 
supporting an arch with the word ‘‘Consti- 
tution’ engraved on it. This represented 
the three departments of the government 
upholding the constitution of the state. 

Engraved on 2 wreath around one pillar 
was the word ‘‘Wisdom,”’ meaning that the 
legislature should be wise in making the 
laws: on another, the word ‘‘Justice,’’ intl- 
mating that the courts should be just in 
their decisions: on another. ‘*Moderation,”’ 
suggesting that the executive should admin- 
ister the laws without undue severity. 

Near the left hand pillar was a man with 
a drawn sword, representing the military 
defense of the state. The inscription on 
this side was “State of Georgia, 1799.” 

On the other side+the reverse—was a view 
of the seashore, with a ship bearing the 
United States flag and riding at anchor 
near the wharf, with hogsheads of tobacco 
and bales of cotton on board. This repre- 
sented the exports of the state. 

At a little distance was a boat from the 
interior, landing hogsheads. boxes, etc. This 
represented the trade from the interior. 

In the background was a man in the act 


of plowing and a flock of sheep shaded by a | 


flourishing tree. This represented agricul- 
ture and stock raising. Around all was the 
motto, ‘“‘Agriculture and Commerce—1799."’ 

This seal was placed in the office of the 
secretary of state to attached to al! 
official papers of the state government, and 
is the seal used at the present day. 

It is of interest to know that it was the 
first intention to engrave the words: ‘‘Wis- 
dom, Justice and Moderation" on the bases 
of the three pillars, but the artist found it 
impossible to make the letters large enough 
to be read. Jt was then changed to the 
present design.

DELINQUENTS CAN GIVE IN TODAY 


Tax Receiver Armistead Will Hold the 
Books Open Until July 4th for 
Those Not Returned. 


The record for giving in tax returns was 
broken yesterday. The state and county 
tax books closed at 6:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon and up to that time there had 
been given in during the day 950 returns, 
the largest number that has ever been 
made jn to Tax Recetver Arm- 
istead. 

The valuation of the property returned 
vesterday could not be definitely determin- 
ed and will not be known until the books 
are completed, but it was estimated at 
$5,000, 000. or several the returns 
have been very large, owing to the near 
approach of the time for the closing of 
the books, but none of the days exceeded 
the done vesterday. 

The office opened at 7:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and remained so for nearly twelve 
hours. Mr. Armistead and his assistants 
were kept busy every minute of the time 
and the office was always crowded with 
the ta®pavers, who had waited until the 
last day to make their returns. 

Mr. Armistead said yesterday that there 
were A large number of taxpayers in the 
county who had not made their value- 
tions on the official blanks, and that for 
the conventenc of these he would hold the 
books open for making returns until July 
4th. 

Several telegrams were received during 
the day from property owners, who wished 
to have an opportunity to make their re- 
turns today or in the early part of next 
week. accommodate these and any 
others who have not attended to their 
business with the tax receiver, he will 
hold the books open a short time longer. 

“The values of property,’ said Mr. Arm- 
istead yesterday, ‘‘will be about the same 
this year that they were last. It is now 
impossible to say what the change will be, 
as we have not been able to watch the 
figures placed upon the blanks, but from 
what we have seen there will be little dif- 
ference. 

‘Today's returns are the largest we have 
ever réceived, and for several days past we 
have had all we could do to keep up with 
the taxpayers who have called to make 
their yearly returns.

Chairman Palmer Names Anderson To 
Succeed Walker on Boari Com- 
mittees—Large Amount of 
Business To Be Trans- 
acted. 


Two petitions were filed in the office of 
the board of county commissioners by the 
Aflanta Railway and Power Company yes- 
terday asking for franchises over the 
Peachtree road from the present termina- 
tion of its line on that thoroughfare to 
Brookwood, and on ‘Ridge avenue and 
continuation from where the line now stops 
to the prison site. 

These petitions will be taken under con- 
the regular meeting of the 
board on Wednesday. It not probable 
that any action will be taken, but they 
will be referred to the committee on roads 
and bridges. This is the usual route for 
all petitions for franchises over the county 
roads. 

The extension out to Brookwood 
that has long been contemplated, ang the 
line will traverse the chert road. The resi- 
dents will probably welcome this new 
means of rapid transit. 

The route to the federal prison in the 
southern portion of the county will be a 
splendid as well as a profitable one. It 
is expected that the vicinity of the federal 
prison will be built up by many residents 
as soon as the prison is erected and that 
there will be considerable communication 
between the city and the prison. The 
community there is expected to become 
more populous than the town around Fort 
McPherson. 

The line to Brookwood will eventually 
extend to Buckhead, it is said, and this, 
connected with the Whitehall street line, 
which is expected to run to Oakfand and 
Fort McPherson, will almost traverse the 
length of the county. 

The petitions do not state the kind of 
track or overhead construction which will 
be used, but only asks for the right of 
extension. 

If the Collins pars line wishes to secure 
the same franchises, a lively contest will 
probably be waged, hardly less bitter than 
that fought by the old Tonsolidated line 
and the former Atlanta Railway Company 
for a route to Fort McPherson and other 
directions.

Position of General Western Freight 
Agent Is Abolished—No Assistant 
Appointed To Succeed Niel. 


The Southern railway makes some more 
changes in its traffic department today. 

Mr. T. C. Powell, who has been general 
freight agent for nearly a year, has been 
again promoted, this time to the position of 
assistant freight traffic manager.
